TWO SUICIDES. 


A 
Woman 
Kills Herself 
W ith a Quick Foison. 


IBQDESTS 
BY 
THE 
COROHER. 


The Italia n Shoem aker’s Wife Tells 
the S tory of Her T reatm ent 
by H er Husband. 


Coroner M eredith held an inquest at 7 
o’clock last evening at No. 23 Amelia 
street, npon the body of Mra. A ntonia de 
Hillmeyer, a native of San Jacinto, 29 
years of age, who committed euicide yes­ 
terday afternoon by poisoning herself. 
From the testimony adduced it 
was 
learned that the deceased was formerly 
the wife of Richard Laughlio, from 
whom she was divorced. For som etim e 
past she had been despondent on account 
of her tronblee, and had during th at time 
made four attem pts upon her own life, 
the last occasion being about ten days 
ago, when she toek a dose of morphine, 
which, however, had no effect beyond 
making 
her sick. About 1 
o’clock 
yesterday afternoon she was seen going 
in the direction 
of a saloon, where 
she procured a bottle of whiskey; and 
on her return home sho sent one of her 
children to her sister, Miss Anita Laugh- 
lin, who lived at No. 20 Huber street. 
Her little nine-year-old boy, Willie, was 
sent to the house of R. L. Bouchet, a 
Frenchman with whom she was alleged 
to have cohabited, with the request that 
he come to her. 
Bouchet at once 
hitched up his horse and drove to Ame­ 
lia street, and found her lying on a bed, 
with a towel thrown over her face, cry­ 
ing bitterly. 
He asked her what was 
the cause of her trouble, and she replied 
that she knew God didn’t want her in 
the other world, because she had tried to 
die four times and had failed. 
He be­ 
came alarmed on finding that she was 
sick, and 
as 
quickly 
as 
possible 
drove 
over 
to 
her 
eieter’s house 
and 
asked 
her 
to 
come quick to 
Antonia, as 
he 
believed 
sue had 
poisoned herself again, and they returned 
together. 
Miss Anita Laughlin found 
her sister lying on the floor at the foot of 
the bed and attempted to raise her up,* 
but after gasping faintly the unfortunate 
woman dropped back 'dead. 
Dr. T. J. 
McCarty was summoned by Bouchet, 
but he at once pronounced life extinct, 
and gave it as his opinion that prussic 
acid or oil of bitter almonds had been 
taken to cause death. An empty whiskey 
bottle was found under the table in tbe 
dead woman’s room, aud a bottle con­ 
taining some of the acid was discovered 
in a chest in an adjoining room. The 
sister of the deceased states that Antonia 
had told her that she was tired of life, as 
she had disgraced 
herself 
and had 
eadured so much trouble, both with the 
Use man 
she 
lived 
with 
and her 
former husband. 
On another occasion 
she stated that Langhlin had threatened 
to take his children away from her, but 
that if he attempted to do so she would 
kill them both and then commit euicide. 
The jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that the deceased came to her death by 
an overdose of prussic acid or oil of 
almonds, taken by herself with intont to 
commit euicide while suffering from 
melancholia. 
A few m onths ago Mrs. Antonia de 
Langhlin created a sensation by shoot­ 
ing at Mrs. Robarte, the divorced wife of 
a prominent attorney, during a fit of 
ioalonsy. 
She accused the latter woman 
with having attempted to alienate the 
atlections of Bouchet, and when Mrs. 
Robarte denied tbe allegation Antonia 
fired at her with a revolver. 
She was 
arrested for the offense, aud after the 
case had dragged 
along for several 
months, was finally ordered to pay a fine 
of $50. 


S ta b b e d I n t h e N e c k . 
At 10 o’clock last night H. E. W hite­ 
sides was arrested by Detective Bowler 
at the Arcade depot ou a charge of as­ 
sault with intent to commit murder. 
Early yesterday morning W hitesides, 
who is employed by the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company as a night caller 
at the San Fernando-street depot, be­ 
came involved in an altercation with a 
brakem&n named 
Chas. 
Whittlesea. 
who alleged that W hitesides had failed 
to call him in time to catch his train. 
After some words the latter, who has 
only one arm , it is charged, drow a large 
clasp-knife and rnshed at Whittle*©». 
The brakeman attem pted to defend him ­ 
self 
with 
a chair, 
but W hitesides 
closed in upon him , and stabbed him in 
the neck, the knife blade glancing along 
the left jaw and piercing a blood vessel 
close to the jugular vein. 
W hittlesea 
fell to the grouud and W hitesides escaped. 
The iDjnred man was conveyed to the 
office of Dr. Ainsworth, the county’s sur­ 
geon, in the Hollenbeck, and the hem ­ 
orrhage was stopped with great difficulty, 
by the application of an instrum ent 
which compressed the severed artery. 
Owing to the peculiar position of the 
wound it was found impossible to use 
usual remedies, and grave fears were en­ 
tertained of his recovery. At a late hour 
last night, however, the patient was rest­ 
ing easily. 


IKFAHTIO’S SUICIDE. 


H I* W if e T e l le H er k t o r y t o t h e C o r - 
o n o r ’e J u r y . 
Coroner Meredith held an inquest yes­ 
terday morning upon the body of Lebrino 
Infantio, alias John Giardini, a native of 
Italy, 28 years of age, who committed 
suicide on Monday evening in the rear 
of his shoemaker’s shop at No. 25 East 
Fifth street. The first witness called 
was W. H. McKee, who resides in a fruit 
stand at 27 East Fifth street. 
He testi­ 
fied that at 6:30 Monday evening the dead 
m an’s wife came into his place. 
8he 
acted very wildly and led him to believe 
that her husband had shot himself. Wit- 
nee* heard the report of a revolver while 
the wife was talking to him. 
Later be 
looked into the shoe shop and saw Giar­ 
dini lying on the floor. 
It would have 
been impossible for any one to have 
fired the shot and gotten out of the shdp 
without tbe witness seeing him. 
J. Dilerma said he had known the de­ 
ceased ten months, and that he had fre­ 
quently heard him threaten that some 
dav he intended to commit suicide. 
With the aid of an interpreter, Mrs. 


Marie Vacante Giardini, the widow, tes­ 
tified that her hneband was 28 years old 
and a native of the province of Palermo, 
Italy. H er story of the shooting was as 
follows: 
About a m onth and a half ago her 
husband went away and stayed six 
weeks. 
She heard he had gone with a 
woman. 
When he came back 
the 
woman came with him, and he paid her 
considerable attention. 
When the wit­ 
ness remonstrated with him he told h*r 
he liked tbe woman and could not help 
what he was doing. 
She frequently 
used to telephone him , and he would go 
away and stay two or three days wi'h 
her. 
Yesterday when he came tack r 
after being out for several hoar?, »© 
brought with him pictures of the woman. 
His wife told him there was a lot of work 
to do. 
He went oat again and came back 
in half an hoar and went to bed. Wit- 
went into the bedroom and aeked 
him if he w anted anything.. He said : 
" I am ruined. 
I am not true to you. 
I 
love that woman.” 
With chi*¡he pnlled 
revolver from under the pillow. 
She 
ran from the room because she was 
frightened. 
She went ontand was after­ 
wards informed he was dead. 
Mrs. Siggelia testified that she wa* 
married and h er husband is a barber. 
She had frequently heard the dead man 
threaten to take kis life. 
Oa hearing this testimony, the jury 
returned a verdict to tbe eflect th at the 
deceaeed cam e to hi* death from a bullet 
wound in the head, inflicted by a re­ 
volver fired by himself and in his own 
hands.

A n A n s w e r F ile d iu tb o A c tio n to 
E n jo in . 
The answer in the case of Jesse Y ar­ 
nell against Mayor H azard and the 
Council was filed yesterday.

is but $150,000 and that the money in his 
handB amounts to $328,883.97; that the 
bond required of the City Bank is $512,­

in the hands of the Treasurer ia distrib­ 
uted as follows: $80,535 in th e California 
Bank, $60,000 in the Southern California 
National Bank, and $166,299.24 in other 
banks, for the use of which money the 
city receives no interest; th at plaintiff is 
a stockholder in tbe California Bank 
and interested in preventing said funds 
from being deposited under contract; 
that L. N. Breed, a surety on plaintiff’s 
bond, is the president of the Southern 
California National Bank and is also in­ 
terested in preventing the carrying out 
of the contract; th at F. J . W eldon, the 
other surety, is cashier of the California 
Bank. 
I t is denied that plaintiff, as the 
City Treasurer’s bondsman, will be liable 
for the safe keeping of tbe public money, 
and it is alleged that by virtue of the 
restraining order the city is losing the 
interest on its 
funds, wherefore the 
defendants pray that th e order be va­ 
cated.

railway,and registered gangs of men clear 
to the Colorado line, who had not the 
qualifications of ©lectors, being non-resi­ 
dents. 
After 
the 
lists 
were made 
up, fully 
one-half 
of 
the 
People’s 
registered voters were challenged by 
citation to appear before the Registrar 
and show cause why their names should 
not be stricken off. The names of those 
who failed from any cause to appear 
were removed from the lists. Other# 
who had been polygamists, but aro not 
now, were treated eimilarly, iu contra­ 
vention of the decisions of the Supremo 
Court of the United Stales. 
Yesterday 
others who had never bsen notified, 
found when they appeared at the polls 
tn at their names had been arbitrarily 
removed from the Registrar’s list with­ 
out even a challenge. 
At the voting 
places all Liberals challenged for cause 
were pérmitted to swear their votes, while 
in two of the precincts, at least, not one 
of the challenged membere of the Peo­ 
ple’s party were permitted to do this.

PRESIDENT WOODRUFF’S STATEMENT. 
President Woodruff, the head of the 
Mormon church, today gave to the Asso­ 
ciated Press the only statem ent he has 
ever made upon the political fight which 
has just ended here.

follows, can be understood as the feeling 
of every Mormon in the Territory: 
“ President Woodruff, I would like to 
get your views as to the political cam­ 
paign here and the questions at issue.” 
“ Well, sir, I consider this as some­ 
thing more than a mere question of what 
men ehall compose the city government, 
and what party they belong to. There is 
a deep-laid scheme to deprive the Mor­ 
mon people of all political rights and 
privileges, eo that the minority here ehall 
control the Territory. They cannot do this 
by 
fair 
means, so they reeort to 
foul. 
By misrepresentation and taking 
advantage 
of tke popular prejudice 
against the Mormons, founded chiefly 
iu ignorance, they succeeded in securing 
the disfranchisement of the older set­ 
tlers 
who made 
the 
country, 
end 
then 
of 
ell 
the 
women. 
This 
not 
giving 
these 
schemers e 
ma­ 
jority, they heve sought ether means. 
The Edmunds-Tucker act has helped 


them somewhat, but the test oath it pro­ 
vides can be taken by the majority 
at least as 
well 
as by their op 
ponente. 
Now 
they 
w ant 
every 
Mormon deprived of the right to vote 
and hold office, no m atter how good and 
law-abiding a citizen he may be. 
At 
the Ogden election, a year ago, a large 
number of names of resident votera were 
stricken from the registration lists; hun­ 
dreds of non-residents were imported, 
and the election was carried by the 
Liberals by open fraud. 
Since then, by 
fictitious valuations, the assessments of 
property have been raised from three to 
five times the former amounts of taxes. 
Vice hae flourished, official salaries have 
been raised, public improvements have 
not advanced, and the change is de­

by 
the 
best 
people 
of 
both 
parties. 
Boasts 
were 
made 
after the Ogden election 
th at

Lake would be tho next point of attack 
and that it would be carried by similar 
means.

ers not lawful citizens. 
I regard the ac­ 
tion of the registrars, their sitting an a 
court to judge of their own acts, and the 
whole course pursued, as part of a scheme 
to capture the city at all hazards. 
I view 
it with profound regret as a prostitution 
of law and official power that should 
sadden every lover of fair play and the 
welfare of hie country.” . 
“ W hat effect will this change havo 
upon the church and 
the 
People’s 
party?” 
* 
“ Óh, as to that, I cannot see th a t the 
church will be in any way affected as an 
organizfttion; it is entirely separate and 
apart from political matters. 
The mem- 
bfcrs of the church belong to the People’s 
party, and they will naturally feel that 
they have been robbed of their rights at 
the polls. But I presume th at will not 
affect their political views or status. The 
church was not iu the campaign, and the 
result will have no bearing upon it at all 
that I can see.” 
“ W bat will be the future policy of the 
church?” 
“ üo far as I know, it will be to preach 
the gospel to all the world, instruct its 
members iu their religions duties, and 
move forward to its divinely-ordained 
destination au the actual living church of 
C h rist” 
“ la there any probability of the Mor­ 
mon church or people removing 
to 
Mexico or elsewhere?” 
‘None that I know of. 
I do not see 
any necessity of such a removal. 
In ­ 
dividual members may go where they 
choose to better their condition, but 
there is not, nor never has been, any con­ 
templation of any such exodus as you 
ask about.” 
. 
‘W hat is tbe Mormon idea of its rule 
as tbe kingdom of God ?” 
“ It ie this. 
We hold that this church 
was set up and organized by command 
of the A lm ighty; 
that it baa the right 
to formulate and 
m aintain 
rules of 
church discipline, applying only to its 
own body, and that the extent of its 
punitive powers is the excommunication 
of the transgressor; th at it has no power 
to punish any one by deprivation of life, 
liberty or property, or personal injury in 
any form ; that tlie Government should 
not regulate tho church, nor the church 
seek to control the State; that all men 
should be politically free and equal— 
free to 
vote 
as 
they 
please and 
to sustain what politics they please, 
so that they do not infringe upon the 
rights of others. We believe this church 
will prepare the way for the coming of 
Christ to reign as King, and that this 
church will then develop into the King­ 
dom of God, which all Christians pray 
will come, that tbe will of God may be 
done on earth as it is in heaven. 
We 
believe in tho full and free agency of man, 
and that when that kingdom ie estab­ 
lished there will be perfect liberty on 
earth, civil, political and religious.” 
' 'Then you do not h el gloomy as to the 
ultimate result of this election?” 
‘No; I believe taxes will be raised; 
that there will be such a ldueenosa of re­ 
straint imposed upon immorality, aud 
such a striking contrast formed under 
Liberal rule to the order, honor, honesty 
and consistent progress of the city uüder 
tho People’s regime, that, as in Ogden, 
the more respdctable people of all classes 
will soon desire a 
return to former 
methods. The plotters against tbe ma­ 
jority will probably 
emboldened to 
pursue their plans for the destruction 
of 
republican 
government 
in 
the 
Territory, but I should be sorry to believe 
that Congress or the country will proceed 
to such unconstitutional and infamous 
extremities as those that will be pro­ 
posed. In any event there is a power 
superior to all men who will rule over all 
things that happen for the good of those 
who serve him .” 
President W oodruff appeared to be in 
good health and not in the least worried 
over the result of the election. 
Ho is 
now in his eighty-third year, and ap­ 
parently as strong and well preserved as 
the ordinary m an of fifty.

NEW SENATE BILLS INTRODUCED. 


Appointments

Gard and Cole 
Confirmed—Other Public

W a sh in g t o n, February 11.—In the 
House 
this 
morning a quorum was 
counted as usual by the Speaker, on the 
vote to approve the journal. 
Cannon, of Illinois, called up the pro­ 
posed code of rules, and offered a resolu­ 
tion providing th at the general debate 
close at 1 o’clock tomorrow, and that the 
previons question should be considered 
and ordered at 4 o’clock tomorrow. Vig­ 
orous protests against cutting off the dis­ 
cussion in euch ehort order were made by 
the Democrats. Cannon demanded the 
previous question, but the House would 
not sustain his dem and, aud many Re­ 
publicans voting against it, the demand 
was rejected, 58 to 149. 
Springer offered a resolution providing 
that the general debate proceed until ad­ 
journm ent 
tomorrow afternoon, after 
which the code shall be considered un­ 
der the five-minute rule, till five o’clock 
Friday, when the previous 
question 
should be considered. 
So 
ordered. 
Adopted without objection. 
Grosvenor took the floor and spoke for 
th e new code. In his opinion the rights 
of the minority were ended when the 
majority expressed its opposition to a 
measure, recorded the votes against it 
and protested to the country. The pro­ 
posed rules, instead of vesting the power 
io the Speaker, would prevent the one- 
man power from ruling over the House 
ae had been the case in the Forty- 
ninth and Fiftieth Congresses, when the 
Speaker had declined to recognize mo­ 
tions for the passage of the Tobacco Tax 
bill, tbe Blair Educational bill and Gen­ 
eral Pension bills. The Democrats were 
here today to obstruct legislation. The 
whole purpose of the Democratic party 
on this floor was to obstruct and impede 
the representatives of the people from 
going forward with the business of the 
people, and the Republican party was on 
the eide of progress. 
The Democratic 
party Btood as au obstructionist and 
nothing else. The proposition now made 
was th at tbe majority should take pos­

I t provides that ia all the States 
of the Union representatives to Congress 
shall be elected in and for the districts 
now prescribed by law, until a new ap­ 
portionment of Representatives ehall be 
made by Congress according to the cen­ 
sus to be taken in 1890, any law of such 
State hereafter to be passed to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
Hoar stated 
th at fears had been expressed in various 
quarters th at there would be au attempt 
to make new Representative districts to 
take effect at the next election, aud to 
gerrym ander some States iu the interest 
of one or the other political party before 
the next census. 
The Beuate took up the bill to provide 
a tem porary government for Oklahoma; 
the pending question was the amendment 
offered yesterday by Plum to comprise 
No Man’s Land within the lim its of the 
proposed Territory. After a lengthy dis­ 
cussion the bill went over until tomorrow 
without action on the amendment. 
The Senate bill for the relief cf certain 
settlers on public lands was passed. It 
provides for legalizing land claims fiied 
during vacanoy in land offices. 
Blair then resumed hie address on his 
educational bill, but the Senate soon 
went into executive eession and tben ad­ 
journed. 
Among the bills introduced and re­ 
ferred were tbe following: 
By Edm unds—Establishing a public 
school system in U tah ; also, providing 
for the inspection of meats for exporta­ 
tion, prohibiting the importation oí adul­ 
terated articles of food or drink, and 
authorizing tbe President to make a 
proclamation iu certain cases. 
By Pierce—To create au A g r ic u ltu r a l 
Commission to investigate the p re s e n t 
depressed condition of the agricultural 
interests of the country.

I t has been difficult to get accurate in ­ 
formation of tha popular movement in 
Brazil which resalted in the dethrone­ 
m ent of perhaps tha moet hum ane and 
philosophic m onarch of this time* The 
distance, 
the 
infrequency of 
com­ 
munication, 
and 
the 
channels 
through 
w hich 
information 
comes 
from th at coentry create this difficulty. 
T he impression prevailed in m any quar­ 
ters that Dam Pedro lost his crown and 
throne beoause he had given the slaves 
th e ir liberty. 
Other impressions to the 
disadvantage of the Republican party in 
Brazil gained currency. 
There has been recently in New York 
city a Brazilian peculiarly fitted to speak 
for his country. This person was Quin- 
tino Bocayuva, Minister of Exterior Af­ 
fairs and the leading newspaper editor in 
hircountry. H e has for a long tim e been 
the intim ate friend of Joaquim Saldidha 
Marin ha, who is recognized as the oldest 
and most influential advocate of repub­ 
licanism in Brazil. During the visit of 
th is distinguished South American in 
N ew Y ork, the World of th at city inter­ 
viewed him in relation to the affairs of 
his country. 
H ere is a part of what 
Bocayuva said ; 
“ Many persons who are not conversant 
w ith the facts entertain the belief that 
the recent revolution in Brazil had for its 
chief cause the abolition of slavery. Be­ 
fore the subject of freeing the slaves was 
ever broached, the establishment of a 
republic in Brazil was talked of. Tira- 
denies urged it in 1821, and paid the 
penalty for doing so with his life. In 
1870 the establishm ent of a republic was 
suggested by the Republican Club of Rio 
Janeiro. 
“ The freeing of the slaves was caused 
by the Republican party, which suffered 
the greatest abuse for urging this meas- 
are. 
The arm y was on our side, and 
joined in raising the 'grito,* or cry of 
freedom. Its sympathy was with us, 
and when the soldiers were ordered to 
one of the interior provinces in 1889 to 
assist in capturing escaped slaveB, they 
refused to go. The money set aside by the 
monarchy to purchase a certain number 
of slaves each year from their owners 
was used to repay monarchists for (heir 
slaves, while at the same time the mon­ 
archists virtuously drew public atten­ 
tion to the fact that they were ‘freeing the 
■laves.* 
Republicans demanded of the 
monarchical Government that the slaves 
ahonld be freed, and it was by force of 
the popular demand that the monarchy 
gave the eiaves their 
freedom, not 
through the benevolence or natural wish 
of the Government. 
“ Dom Pedro was regarded as a very 
kind and thoughtful man. 
He made a 
good Em peror, but be had great vanity. 
W hen traveling throughout Europe or 
in the U nited Stales he was very demo­ 
cratic in his actions, but as soon as he 
returned to Brazil he became a m onarch­ 
ist once more. 
An 
estimable man 
personally, he lived only for himself 
and his family. 
The Princess, who 
was completely under the power of the 
Jesuit priests, was moet unpopular, and 
could never have ascended the throne 
without causing a bloody revolution in 
Brazil.’* 
The Brazilian Minister spoke with 
great feeling, but with bitter disappoint­ 
m ent, of the failure of the United States 
to recogniza the Provisional Government 
of the new republic. He said the Repub­ 
lican party in his country had been most 
friendly to the United States, and urged 
Bending delegates to the Congress of the 
Americas, while all the monarchical 
press opposed doing this. 
Editor Boca­ 
yuva seems to have beeu thinking and 
to have arrived at conclusions as to the 
future of his country. 
He says 
*1 wonld gladly see s treaty made be­ 
tween the countries which will increase 
trade and result in a benefit to both, but 
what I especially desire is the forming 
of an offensive and defensive alliance be­ 
tween my country and 
the 
United 
-States, whereby each will assist the 
other against pretensions of a foreign 
power and help the development of each 
other. I also favor the consideration of 
tariff measures whereby both countries 
may profit to greater advantage than is 
now the case. That the establishm ent 
of such a treaty would be mutually ad­ 
vantageous I have not the least doubt. 
No delegates will be sent by Brazil to 
the United States for the purpose of con­ 
ferring npon the subject, but I expect to 
send instructions soon concerning this 
question to Senhor 8aIvadore Mendonca, 
the Brazilian Consul-General at New 
York, and he will be given power to con­ 
fer with the Government at W ashing­ 
ton.”

From 
this Eection theire will be shipped this 
season 3,300 cartoadB of oraDges. Each 
car holds, Bay, 300 boxes, which is an 
under-estimate, for m any of them carry 
360 bcxes. The boxes will average 150 
to 175 oranges to the box, each box be­ 
ing about two feet long by one foot wide 
by a foot <and a half high. Now let us 
Three thousand three hundred 
carloads at 300 boxes to the car will give 
us 890,000 or nearly 1,000,000 boxes. 
Let us take the round num ber, for it 
will reach that. One million boxes at 
let us say 160 to the box will give us 160,­ 
000,000 of the fruit. The boxes each 
occupy 3 cubic feet, and the whole num ­ 
ber of boxes would occupy 3,000,000 
cubic feet. 
A building a hundred feet 
long, a hundred feet wide and a hun­ 
dred feet 
high 
would 
not nearly 
hold all 
this fruit. 
If the 
build­ 
ing 
is reduced 
to tw enty feet in 
height, it must be 500 feet long to come 
anywhere near holding it all. If the 
building is reduced b fifty feet in width 
then it m ust be made 1,000 feet long. If 
the oranges were stretched out in a row 
they would make a line 7,000 miles long. 
They had a fair up in the northern part 
of the 8tate, to make which they gath­ 
ered all the oranges in the section, and 
put them on a few tables in under a 
little tent. 
From Los Angeles there 
went 
into 
that 
country 
a 
dozen 
years ago 100,000 orange trees. We have 
been sending them trees ever since. 
Where is the crop from them ? It all 
went on a few tables iu a little tent. 
Where are the trees ? Go and find them 
if you can. They are all frozen to the 
roots and the roots are dead. 
Other 
crops of other fruit or of grain are grow­ 
ing on the land.

H e n r y G e o r g e is gone to Australia to 
teach his single-tax doctrine.

But when Mr. George gets to Sid­ 
ney and Melbourne he may astonish the 
rising generation with the novelty of his 
scheme, but the old-timers will only find 
a reminiscence of their youth in the bold 
dogma. The eingle-tax policy was made 
a practical m atter there thirty years ago, 
aud while it did some good in forcing 
land sharks to let go of some of their 
holdings, it was found to be impossible 
of application in tha long run, and was 
abandoned for this reason. 


Tub sale of an eighteen-acre prune or­ 
chard i at Pomona, for $15,000 is a pretty 
conclusive argument in favor of patting a 
fairly high pries on semi-tropic lands. 
It is just as well not to force values to 
too exalted a plane, but the fact is lands 
hereabouts pay auch unusual profits 
when properly cultivated that the parity 
of values ruling in other parts of the 
country cut no figure in making esti­ 
m ates here.

or woree, and this in spite of bonds oi 
the contractors. 
Spring street is begin­ 
ning the same wav, and Fort street may 
noon follow. Mr. Frankenfield, however, 
has all his interest there. It seems to be 
the only object of the Oonncil to make 
as many new streets as possible, widen 
old ones, grade and pave them —in fact, 
make work for contractors and for a very 
unnecessary board for widening streets.

Associated Press Dlsnatohes to the Hebald 


S t . P a u l , February 11.—A Pioneer 
Press special from Pierre, 8. D , says: 
The situation here today over the open­ 
ing of th e Sioux reservation was nearly 
the sam e as last night. 
Last night the 
attem pts to cross over the river into the 
promised land kept on, it seeming the 
boomers never slept. The soldiers were 
taxed to their utmost in their attem pts 
to keep the excited crowd at bay. 
A nother attem pt to cross was made by 
the South Pierre boomers last night at 
II o’clock. They had twenty-five teams 
loaded w ith lumber and supplies, and 
managed by the closest secrecy to cross 
the ice about one mile below the city, 
and just above Form island. They were 
discovered by a sentry, who attempted 
to raise the alarm ; but he was seized 
from behind by a party that had been 
lying in am bush, and was bound baud 
ana foot and laid in the bushes. 
The 
boomers proceeded over the hill, about 
five hundred strong, and had almost suc­ 
ceeded in getting beyond the lines, when 
they were 
discovered 
by 
a 
skir­ 
mishing party. Immediately a company 
of mounted infantry was sent from 
Fort 
Pierre, 
and 
was 
soon 
in hot pursuit. The boomers scattered 
in all directions, but nearly all were 
captured. 
V. E. Prentice, a townsite 
boomer, and a partner of United States 
Senator Pettigrew, was Bhot in the leg. 
He was taken to the guard house at Fort 
Pierre, and the military 
authorities 
refused to give him up to his friends in 
this city. The boomers returned to this 
side of the river all worn out and some 
what discouraged over the loss of ten 
teams and wagons loaded with supplies, 
About the same time the South Pierre 
boomers were 
making 
this attempt 
another crowd,though somewhat smaller 
made a desperate effort about half 
mile north of the boat landing. This 
crowd numbered about two hundred. 
They succeeded iu making the other 
bank but were then discovered. They 
made a grand rush and scattered; the 
wagons escaped into the interior of the 
reservation, and some of the boomers are 
scattered over the lands. 
Half of them 
were caught and r*turned to this city. 
W est of the mile equare there are 
large number of houses built by Indians 
and half-breeds, who will claim all the 
land adjacent to the mile square. 
Last 
night several boomers built houses on 
the qniet in that neighborhood, and all 
were burned by Boldiere this morning. 
All night long boomers were sneaking 
over in ones and twos, and many escaper 
the guards. This morning the Indian 
police found a colony of boomers ten 
miles weBt of here, whose houses and 
effects they burned and carried the boom­ 
ers to Fort Sully.

will burn every one cf them to the 
ground. 
Reports are received from innumer­ 
able localities of the formiDg of colonies 
to start at once for the reservation. The 
rush a week hence promises to be greater 
than at present. 
The Indians at Lower 
Brule, which agency contains about 2,000 
red men, are in the best hum or, and 
enjoy hugely the incassant strife between 
the white men for possession of the lands 
ceded by them. 
The tongh element so 
common on the border has not yet put 
in an aDpearancs, bat this crowd will un­ 
doubtedly drift in as the opening of the 
reservation becomes generally known. 
Every effort is bring exerted by United 
States Marshal Fry and his deputies to 
preserve order, and thus far the excited 
settlers have been held in check. 
A large party left this morning with a 
large stock of lumber aud provisions for 
a point on the survey of the Milwaukee 
road, about 60 miles in the interior, 
where they expect a town of respectable 
proportions will be built during the next 
few week®. 
A party of old timers, per- 
coas thoroughly acquainted with the res­ 
ervation, and who are positive they know 
of the existence of coal, started out this 
afternoon for the purpose of prospecting 
and locating claims on the W hite river.

wished to be directed to negotiate ami 
secure a set of leased wires such as the 
great newspapers have, from city to city 
or as the brokers and bankers have, con­ 
necting their offices and different citiee, 
that the public

communicate 
through their business ciliceB (post offi­ 
ces) from city to citv, or 
by mes­ 
sages dropped iu their mail 
boxee. 
The 
people had now, he continued. 
bti8inese officers (clerks) who could soon 
learn the tick of the machine, carriers 
who traveled over the SAme streets trav­ 
ersed hv telegraph boys, and stamps for 
payment that dispense with book-keep 
iog, and all that was needed to bnild up 
the service was authority and wire. 
He 
declared most emphatically that each 
service waB the legitimate work of the 
postoffice, and the people were right in 
stoutly demanding telegraph facilities at 
postal stations. 
Mr. W anamaker then stated the pro­ 
visions of hia b ill: Nothing in the act

prescribed by the Postmaster General 
The bill also provides for the establish 
m ent of a system of postal telegraph 
money orders, at a rate not to exceed 
double the rate now charged, in addition 
to the double postal telegraph charge.

obtaining inquiry into a much wider 
question, which you woufd never have 
obtained apart from the letters that were 
forged for the purpose.” 
Administering & severe reproof to Sir 
Richard W ebster, Parnell 
continued: 
“ I, the leader of a party that must 
always be in the minority here, should 
be sorry to treat my most powerful oppo­ 
nents with the incredible meanness and 
cowardice which I have been treated 
with by them . 
Even now I am further 
insulten by the term s of an am endm ent 
which insinuates that the forged letters 
may after all be genuine. If yon believe 
those letters were forged, have the cour­ 
age and frankness to declare it. I move 
to place the word ‘forged’ before the 
word ‘letters’ in the am endm ent to the 
motion.” 
Smith, in behalf of the whole Govern­ 
ment and hia party, expressed himself 
satisfied that Parnell had proved the 
letters to be forgeries, and he consented 
tbat the word “ forged” should be in­ 
sert ed as Parnell proposed. 
The motion offered by Harcourt was 
then rejected, 260 to 212, and Gorst’s 
am endm ent, that the Honse decline to 
consider the motion of a breach of 
privilege, was adopted. 
The Parnellite m em bers of Parliam ent 
re-elected Parnell as their chairman, and 
adopted a vote of confidence in him.

N e w Y o r k , February 11.—An even­ 
ing paper publishes a dispatch from 
Paris, which states th at a cipher letter 
ha3 just been received by a Russian refu­ 
gee in that city, dated December 28th, 
which gives the details of a horrible 
tragedy in the political prieon at Kara, 
in Eastern Siberia. 
M adame Nadyda 
Silida, of noble birth, a teacher in the 
high school at Moscow, was found last 
year with revolutionary papers in her 
possession. 
She was tentenced to penal 
servitude. On her arrival 
at Kara, 
the handsome, 
refined woman soon 
attrac ed 
the attention of the 
d i­ 
rector 
of 
the 
prison, 
who 
took 
an early opportunity to insult her. 
Madame Sihida boxed the ears of tho 
director, who in revenge had her stripped 
and flogged in the presence of all the 
men in the prison. Through shame and 
fear she suicided with poison the same 
day. 
Several 
other female political 
prisoners, fearful of sim ilar treatment, 
followed her exam ple. A few miles from 
tho women’s political prison at Kara, is 
that occupied by male political convicts, 
who on hearing of the tragedies, revolted 
en masse. 
Troops were called out and 
awful scenes followed, shooting, flagging 
and torturing goiDg on by wholesale. 
The Russian authorities suppressed the 
facts.

He said he could not consider that the 
Times' offense against the House had 
been purged by the apologies which had 
been made before the Parnell Commis­ 
sion through Sir Richard 
W ebster, 
which apologies grossly exaggerated the 
original 
offense. 
If the conspiracy 
against Parnell had been successful, the 
reault to him would have been absolute 
political, death, and tho moral blow 
struck at him would have been felt 
throughout the Irish nation. The Times 
had aimed to affect the judgment of the 
Honse, and it had really had iu that 
direction temporary success. 
He did 
not wish to dwell upon the horrible and 
loathsome character of the whole affair. 
He trusted the House would vindicate 
its right to deal with the offense. The 
Government owed it to itself to deal 
fairly toward Parnell and the Irish peo­ 
ple for the injustice done both through 
the forgeries. 
After dilating upon the notable de
